“ In its 25th year, CROP re­ 
ceipts in Illinois again exceed 
$200,000.00,” said the Rev. 
Lowell H. Brown, Illinois CROP 
Director. “ Final returns show 
that $200,539.00 was collected in 
1972, down about $7,000 from 
the previous year. The adverse 
weather conditions really hit us 
hard this year, especially in the

An abiding legacy 


* It is now 30 years since the Four 
Chaplains lost their lives on the 
troopship Dorchester. On the night 
of Feb. 3, 1943, four young clergy­ 
men gave up their lifebelts to others 
as they plunged into the cold waters 
of the North Atlantic. 
Although some 300 
survivors 
were picked up by the convoy, at 
least that many or more went down 
with the torpedoed troopship off the 
coast of Greenland. The chaplains— 
two Protestants, a Catholic and a 
Jew—were George Lansing of Ver­ 
mont, Alexander D. Goode of Penn­ 
sylvania, Clark V. Poling of New 
York and John P. Washington of 
New Jersey. 
The details of their rendezvous 
with American history are most 
brief and poignant. Their ship was 
attacked by a German U-boat at 1 
a.m. Ap men and boats abandoned 
the ship, the chaplains assisted in di­ 
recting and encouraging the person­ 
nel in the panic and confusion. When 
the lifebelt supply was depleted on 
deck (many of the younger soldiers 
had left theirs below in a wild scram­ 
ble for the exits) the four chaplains 
took off their own and gave them to 
others leaving the ship. They were 
last seen by survivors, with their 
arms joined together, bowing in 
prayer: Moments later the Dorches­ 
ter plunged to the bottom of the At­ 
lantic! 
The. spontaneous action sparked 
a wide Response to the true meaning 
of brotherhood. Although they may 
have been divided by creed and the­ 
ology, they were united in ministry 
to the troops and forever joined in 
death. They belonged together and 
became a living parable to millions 
who neglected the word “ brother­ 
hood” and could not yet spell “ ecu­ 
menical.” 
In the years after 1943, many 
honors and tributes have been of­ 
fered in memory of the chaplains. A 
lovely, chapel in Philadelphia, 


a mountain in New Hampshire, a 
memorial library in another city—a 
swimming pool on Long Island. Con­ 
gress voted the Distinguished Serv­ 
ice Cross and later a commemora­ 
tive stamp. 
Yet a new appreciation for the 
Four Chaplains—as well as the de­ 
voted ministry of all clergymen— 
has come from the concerted efforts 
of the Civitan International. They 
designated Jan. 28-Feb. 3 as Nation­ 
al Clergy Week Across the land, 
chapters of this service club honor 
pastors, priests, rabbis for their spe­ 
cial vocation. 


The National Observance was set 
for the convention Center in Albu­ 
querque, N.M. Under the guidance 
of national chairman Jack Dunn, the 
Civitans invested more than seven 
months time to creating a major 
event with two major goals: To hon­ 
or clergymen of all faiths and to pay 
tribute to the Four Immortal Chap­ 
lains. 


It is fitting that the first national 
observance should be held in Albu­ 
querque, with Hart Starr of the 
Green Hay Packers as Honorary 
Chairman. For in the early 1960s, 
Franklin Swan suggested that the 
Civitans recognize the work and 
committment of their local pastors 
and felt that Feb. 3, the Four Chap­ 
lains day, should be the time to mark 
the meaning of service. In the fol­ 
lowing years it became a national 
experience for Civitans—and this 
year a major event with participa­ 
tion by the Chief of Army Chaplains, 
Major Gen. Gerhardt Hyatt and 
Chief of Navy Chaplains, Adm 
Francis L. Garrett. 
It seems that the last letter of 
Chaplain Poling to his congregation 
in Schenectady, N Y. has been ful­ 
filled : “ Our goal is not to gratify our 
pride or our human desire, it is to 
hold high the right of our Saviour in 
a troubled and confused world.” 


Politics in Olympics 


The 1976 Olympic Games, sched­ 
uled to be held in Montreal, “ will be 
a prime target for political demon­ 
strations and violence,” warns Dr. 
Harry Edwards of the University of 
California. 
Not only is there simmering 
French Canadian unrest in Quebec, 
says the Berkeley sociologist, but 
other tensions could c*rupt, such as 
those existing between the British 
and the* Irish, among African racial 
antagonists, as well as the continu­ 
ing hatred between Israel and the 
Arab states. 
The survival of the games is en­ 
dangered both by the political activ­ 
ities of contending countries and 
those of athletes themselves, who 
use tht* Olympics as a stage for sym­ 
bolic demonstrations. 
“ If the Olympics are to be saved, 
it would seem that the most logical 
step to take would bo the depoliticiz- 
ing of the games,” he writes in a re­ 
cent issue of Intellectual Digest. “ An 
obvious effort toward this end would 
he curtailing the flying of national 
flags and the playing of National an- 
thems. 
“ Indeed,” he continues, “ given 
the principles of the Olympic 
GameS, it would seem appropriate 
that ohce every four years people 
from all corners of the world should 
come logether under one Olympic

flag, clothed in one Olympic uniform 
and pay allegiance to one anthem in 
affirmation that, despite a troubled 
world, all mankind belongs to one 
human race.” 
He concedes that “ depoliticiz- 
mg the Olympics would not be sim­ 
ple. It has gotten to the point where 
each host nation feels compelled to 
“ put on the most opulent Olympic 
spectacle ever” as proof of the supe­ 
riority oj its political, economic and 
social philosophies. 
It is difficult to gainsay Edwards. 
How many of us, encouraged by the 
very way the games are structured 
as well as by the way they are re- 
ported, count gold medals to see 
which nation “ won” the Olympics, 
forgetting that the awards are 
meant to honor the accomplish­ 
ments of individual athletes in com­ 
petition with other individual ath­ 
letes m each particular sport. 
There is probably little chance 
that this unfortunate distortion of 
the purpose of the Olympics will 
have changed by 1976, or that a com­ 
mon uniform, common flag and 
common anthem will be adopted. 
We can hope*, however, that a 
troubled world will have progressed 
enough by then so that we will never 
again witness the horror that was 
visited upon the Olympics in Munich 
last year.

Swedish premier violates neutrality

Red-wing Swedish Premier Olof 
Palme, busy in his anti-American­ 
ism and general insolence, now has 
backlash problems in his own Swed­ 
en. But who would know it from his 
criticisms of the United States? 
There is no Alfred Hitchcock 
mystery about this. Premier Palme, 
so high in the news, is one of those 
people whom vanity, combined with 
very limited ability, forces to be dif­ 
ferent. He’s insufferably arrogant 
and in the face of what is now hap­ 
pening in Sweden his popularity 
there is springing more and more 
leaks below the waterline. 
In Sweden they revere what they 
call the “ golden mean.” This means, 
roughly, taking a middle course in 
everything. It shows up in Sweden’s 
traditional neutrality, which has 
kept her out of wars since Napo­ 
leon’s time. Compromise is an art 
form in that country. Among many, 
rationalization has become self-de­ 
ception. 
In practice the “ golden mean” 
also means avoiding as many chal­ 
lenges as possible. Neighboring Nor­ 
wegians, Danes and Finns, who met 
the challenges of World War II, are 
deeply cynical about this character­ 
istic in Sweden. 


But Mr. Palme is neutral only 
when he wants to be and what got 
him into trouble with President Nix­ 
on and led to Washington’s request 
that Sweden’s ambassador not be 
presently replaced here was Mr. 
Palme’s over-all hostility to the 
United States at the diplomatic lev­ 
el. 
From personally leading protest 
parades against our Stockholm Em ­ 
bassy to publicly insulting American 
Ambassador Jerome H. Holland and 
granting gratuitous anti-American 
interviews, Sweden’s Premier con­ 
tinually treats our country like a 
bulldog treats a tramp. 
In this attitude toward our coun­ 
try, Mr. Palme would be recognized 
as an old friend by Cesare Borgia. 
President Nixon knows that the 
answer to this is Mr. Palme’s policy 
of not getting on the wrong side of 
any country that can hurt Sweden. 
And he need not fear the United 
States. It’s as simple—and oppor­ 
tunistic—as that. 
In this opportunism Mr. Palme is 
as full of games as an Indian medi- 
cine-man’s basket is full of snakes. 
Seeking to please the Soviet Union 
and the Red Chinese, Sweden— 
through Palme—is pushing far and 
wide along ideological lines. Her for- 
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W hen the new administration appointee took over the 
department , they said heads would roll, but . . 


North Viets can 
infiltrate freely

WASHINGTON (N EA )— Though 
the Japanese had an army of more 
than a million men in China during 
World War II, as guerrillas my men 
and I were able to move atx»ut freely 
in Japanese held territory. During a 
considerable period of time I con­ 
trolled and operated a U.S. military 
jeep in the Japanese-occupied areas. 
And all the time I was behind enemy 
lines I wore my U.S. Army uni­ 
form openly. 
It we required items from Shan­ 
ghai, say, or any other stronghold, it 
was no trick to send in men to do the 
necessary requisitioning. 
This data from the past illu­ 
strates how impossible it is for an 
arm y—or a truce supervisory 
team to patrol and oversee the op­ 
erations of clandestine 
military 
forces, or a conventional military 
force guided by trained guerrillas. It 
illustrates also the impossibility of 
policing hit-and-run raids, organized 
assassinations, terror attacks and 
sabotage. 
There is no way on earth the con­ 
trol teams, or three times their num­ 
ber. can police the shipment of arms 
and the resupply of men from North 
Vietnam to South Vietnam if the re­ 
supply is carried out cautiously. Siz­ 
able amounts of extra arms and tnu- 
nitions. needed in preparation for a 
major attack, can be brought in 


slowly over an extended period, 
greased and buried. 
The Communists now have se­ 
cure base areas scattered through 
South Vietnam where they can train 
guerrilla political organizers, ter­ 
rorists. irregular troops and tax col­ 
lectors for work in the Saigon-con­ 
trolled areas, and to which they can 
recall these cadres for rest, recrea­ 
tion and retraining. (This is the pat­ 
tern the North Vietnamese adopted 
after the first I^aos agreement back 
in the 1950s when they were allotted 
areas of their own as part of a com­ 
promise sett lenient.) 
The first question, then, is how 
badly do the North Vietnamese w’ant 
the truce to last, and how long? They 
obviously have not given up their 
dream of conquest permanently—or 
they would have agreed to remove 
their 145,000-man army. 
The more important question, 
however, is how well can the South 
Vietnamese stand up politically in 
the underground struggle which will 
follow the cease-fire? 
In 
guerrilla 
war, 
military 
strength is less important than polit­ 
ical strength—the ability to organize 
the people, the local police and vil­ 
lage militia to be effectively able to 
resist and control terrorism and to 
manage their own hamlet, village 
and district affairs effectively.

eign aid, for example, is shifting 
more and more from underdevel­ 
oped countries as a whole to those in 
the grip of left-wing governments. 
Today Sweden is a heavy giver to 
North Vietnam, Cuba, Chile, Tanza­ 
nia and nearly any African govern­ 
ment fighting against Portugal and 
South Africa. 
Mr. Palme, at the same time, has 
his eye on the cash. For example, 
while West Germany was urging the 
non-recognition of East Germany 
Mr. Palme cooperated in this with 
Bonn. West Germany is Sweden’s 
biggest trading partner. Moreover, 
Mr. Palme wanted Bonn’s help in 
working out a special trading agree­ 
ment with the enlarged European 
Common Market. 
But, behind the scenes, a domes­ 
tic 
backlash 
is overtaking 
Mr. 
Palme. 
He boasts about Sweden to the 
outside world, hokus-hokey-hokum. 
The Swedish system has milked the 
people dry. Sweden today is all but 
flat on its back. 
Its full socialism is spiritual and 
psychological sabotage. It removes 
self-accountability and self-respon­ 
sibility.

not true progress, but a cliche. 
Sweden now has the highest taxes 
in Europe. Yet the tax income is 
running nearly 10 per cent below the 
outgo. Mr. Palme has swelled the 
current welfare budget to over 20 
billion kronor for the first time in 
history. 


Unemployment has gone straight 
up. More people are out of work than 
at any time in the past 20 years. As 
Mr. Palme refused the bid to join the 
enlarged Common Market, fearing 
this might offend Russia, the unem­ 
ployed are ineligible to work in the 
neighboring Common Market coun­ 
tries. They’re just sitting idle in 
Sweden. 


Inflation there has driven prices 
up more than 30 per cent since 1968. 
There’s a saying now in Stockholm 
that at this rate it’ll soon be cheaper 
to eat the money than to eat meat. 
The

dropped to among the lowest in Eu­ 
rope. To millions of industrious 
Swedes it’s a case of “ What’s the 
use?” 
Mr. Palme faces an election later 
this year. It is clearly the hope, if not 
the prayer, of these millions that 
they can boot him out.

GOP hostesses see 
Connally candidacy

WASHINGTON (K F S )— A Re­ 
publican hostess polled her guests 
last week at one of those posh 
Georgetown candlelit dinners on 
their choice for President in 1976. 
That is the way it is over the as­ 
paragus and hollandaise sauce in the 
capital these days. There is a lot 
more interest in guessing games 
about the President’s possible suc­ 
cessor than there is in talking about 
the next four years of what is rou­ 
tinely expected to be an uninspiring 
reign. 
This highly unscientific dinner 
survey of eight guests produced five 
votes for ex-Secretary of Treasurey 
John Connally. Surprisingly, Vice 
President Spiro Agnew did not get a 
single vote; the others were scat­ 
tered among Sens. Robert Taft, 
Charles Percy, and William Brock. 
The only reason this is interesting 
is the composition of the guest list, 
which consisted of relatively conser­ 
vative present and former high- 
ranking GOP Administration offi­ 
cials, plus one GOP Congressman. 
And they overwhelmingly preferred 
a Democrat to Agnew. 
The dinner group reflects a grow­ 
ing receptivity within the normally 
narrow-based Republican Party to 
the concept of an outsider (or at 
least a former one) at the top of the 
ticket next time. 
One of the most powerful influ­ 
ences restraining Connally from 
jumping parties was the disapproval 
of his mentor, the late President 
Lyndon Johnson. Now that deterrent 
is gone. 
Friends believe that Connally 
will within the next few months ei­ 
ther become a Republican or take 
the intermediate step of becoming a 
Democrat-independent, as Virginia 
Sen. Harry Byrd has done. 
Connally’s continuing close asso­ 
ciation with President Nixon has 


caused a rift in his relationship with 
Robert Strauss, Democratic Nation­ 
al Committee chairman. The two 
have been chums since school days 
and remain in cordial communica­ 
tion, but they are no longer confi­ 
dants. 
Ironically, Strauss was opposed 
for the chairmanship by McGovern- 
ites on the grounds that he would 
stack the cards for a Connally Dem­ 
ocratic Presidential bid. In truth, 
Strauss 
and 
Connally 
worked 
against each other during the Presi­ 
dential campaign, Strauss raising 
money for Democratic Congression­ 
al candidates and Connally doing the 
same among Democrats for Presi­ 
dent Nixon. 
Connally was furious when 
Strauss, flushed with the victory of 
his appointment as chairman, de­ 
clared that the Democratic Party 
could never nominate a man who 
had not supported its most recent 
previous nominee. To placate his old 
friend, Strauss later modified his re­ 
marks to specifically invite Connally 
back into the party. 
But Connally was not placated. 
He viewed the comment as an insult 
and it served to push him closer 
toward the Republican Party. 
One potential avenue of entry into 
the GOP might be for Connally to re­ 
turn to the Administration in a new 
post. He was offered Secretary of 
State by President Nixon after the 
election, but turned it down because 
the job is relatively powerless so 
long as Henry Kissinger controls 
foreign policy from the White House. 
If Kissinger leaves some time 
this year, as rumored, however, 
Secretary of State may suddenly be 
more desirable. And it would offer a 
prominent platform 
from 
which 
Connally could seek the GOP nomi­ 
nation.

SPRIN G FIELD , 111. (AP) - 
He stands in the aisle of the Il­ 
linois House like the q uarter­ 
back of a sandlot football team 
or the head of the local street 
corner gang. 
Surrounding him are his play ­ 
ers, his gang. The old croney s 
and pals, the trusted lieuten­ 
ants who do what he asks be­ 
cause they love him and the not 
so trusted lieutenants who do 
what he asks any way . 
The cigarette juts from his 
clenched lips. His ey es blaze 
behind dark-tinted glasses. His 
black suit and shirt are offset 
by a flame-colored tie. 
But when he offers his com ­ 
m ents on legislation, as he of­ 
ten does, there is no anger and 
little ex citement. R ather, he 


dispenses verbal salve, slightly 
scented with m agnolia, in little 
halting driblets. 
Cly de L. Choate, Democrat 
from the sun-baked Southern Il­ 
linois farm town of Anna, w ant­ 
ed to be speaker of the House 
this y ear. 
Of course, he knew it w asn’t 
going to happen, the Republi­ 
cans had control of the House 
and the speaker was going to 
be a Republican. There was no 
way it could be otherwise. 
Or was there? 
Choate is heir to the legacy 
of Paul Powell, the m aster of 
corn-pone hum or and political 
manipulation, who was the big 
daddy of all Southern Illinois 
politicians. 
And Powell did it. He got 
himself elected speaker when 
the Republicans had a m ajo r­ 


ity . Why not Choate? 
Every one knows he isn’t the 
spellbinding orator that Powell 
was. 
But, then, every body knows 
Illinois 
Focus I 


that the speakership is not won 
with spellbinding oratory . 
You win it by shrewd. smooth 
political horse-trading in the 
back room. And at that art, few 
rival Cly de Choate. 
Well, it didn’t happen, just as 


he knew it wouldn’t. The Re­ 
publicans were divided among 
themselves but the legislature 
has changed since the Powell 
era. 
The Republicans who could 
be dealt with in the Powell way 
a re fewer and the button-down 
Ivy Leaguers are more plenti­ 
ful. 
It w asn’t ex actly the first 
frustration 
in 
politics 
for 
Choate. 
In the 28 y ears since his Con­ 
gressional Medal of Honor for 
single-handedly knocking out a 
tank in an infantry battle pro­ 
pelled him into the legislature, 
Choate has seen the fat y ears 
and he’s seen the lean. 
He wanted to run for secre­ 
tary of state last y ear, the post 
that his mentor, Powell, finally 
had achieved. 


And one very dark night, 
down in Paducah, Ky ., w here 
m ay be nobody would be listen­ 
ing any way , 
a 
radio inter­ 
viewer had asked Choate if he 
would run for governor. And 
Choate had said sly ly , that, 
y es, he was thinking of it. 
But none of that was going to 
happen either. 
In E ast St. Louis, there was a 
r a c e tr a c k 
c a lled 
C ahokia 
Downs and somebody got hold 
of the stockholders list and a 
political whirlwind swept the 
state. 
So now Choate is minority 
leader again. He is surrounded 
by his croney s, by his se c re ta r­ 
ies and his staff aides. And he 
looks up at Republican subur­ 
banite W. Robert Blair on the 
s pe a k e r’s platform and thinks 
to himself: 19 76. 


Your income tax— Part I 
Numerous changes in 
forms this year 


Persons filing their 19 72 fed­ 
eral income tax returns will 
discover q uite a few changes 
and additions to the returns and 
supplem entary schedules and 
forms, notes Com m erce C lear­ 
ing House. 
The most important change is 
the new “ Short F o rm ” 1040 
which has been reintroduced. 
Even the long form income tax 
return, For 1040, contains im ­ 
portant changes. 
Mos of these stem from law 
changes that went into effect 
for 19 72. Here are some of the 
highlights of the 19 72 forms. 
For 1040A, the “Short F o rm ” 
Income Tax Return, can be 
used by tax pay ers whose 19 72 
income consisted of wages and 
salaries in any amount and who 
received not m ore than $200 in 
dividend income and not m ore 
than $200in interest income. 
It is ex pected that this return 
w ill be used by most w age e a rn­ 
ers. However, tax pay ers should 
be aw are that the use of Form 
1040A can cost them unneces­ 
sary tax dollars, even though 
they a re within the above in­ 
come req uirem ents. 
This is because use of Form 
1040A precludes the claim ing of 
itemized deductions, plus the 
em ploy es’ business, sick pay 
and 
moving ex pense deduc­ 
tions, and the retirem ent in­ 
come estim ated tax , 
invest­ 
ment, foreign, motor fuels and 


regulated investment company 
tax credits. 
Therefore, it is essential that 
tax pay ers determ ine whether 
they are entitled to claim any of 
the above deductions and c re d ­ 
its and w hether claiming them 
will reduce their 19 72 tax bills. 
Form 1040 should be filed, in­ 
stead of Form 1040A, if these 
deductions and credits will re ­ 
duce the tax . 


In 19 72, Congress enacted a 
new law that perm its the sh a r­ 
ing of federal tax revenues with 
state and local governments. 
Form 1040A and 1040 req uire an 
individual tax pay er to identify 
his principal place of residence 
at the end of the y ear, so as to 
provide the federal government 
with the information necessary 
to sharing the revenue in a c ­ 
cordance with the new law 
CCH said. 


Individual tax pay ers should 
be aw are that they a re entitled 
to a deduction of $750 for each 
ex t*mption claim ed in 19 72. This 
deduction was $675 for 19 71. In 
addition, the percentage stand­ 
ard deduction has been raised 
to 15 per cent of the adjusted 
gross income, subject to a m a x ­ 
imum deduction of $2,000. And, 
the law income allowance has 
been raised from $1,050 in 19 71 
to $1,300. 
All 
of the above 
changes a re reflected in the 
“Optional Tax Tables” which

can be used by a tax pay er 
whose adjusted gross income is 
under $10,000. They are also re­ 
flected on Form s 1040A and 1040 
for tax pay ers who cannot use 
the tables. 
Some of the most important 
changes for 19 72 are contained 
in Schedule A of Form 1040. For 
ex am ple, a separate section 
(lines 26-30) has been provided 
for deducting casualty and theft 
losses on 19 72 Schedule A. The 
liberalized child care deduction 
of up to $400 a month also rates 
a separate section on the 19 72 
Schedule A. 
T ax pay ers who m ade politi­ 
cal contributions to a candi­ 
date, political party or a politi­ 
cal com m ittee can claim either 
an itemized deduction or a tax 
credit for their donations.

This optional feature 
perm its tax pay ers to designate 
that $1 of their tax es ($2 on a 
joint return) is to go to the polit­ 
ical party of their choice or to a 
general fund to support all pa r­ 
ties. Form 4875, Presidential 
Election Campaign Fund State­ 
m ent, should be attached to a 
tax pay er’s return if he or she 
wishes to have part of the tax 
paid to a party .

Schedule B of Form 1040 does

As the robber left, he turn ed, 
threw the firebomb again st an ­ 
other wall an d fired a secon d 
shot. Some employ es said the 
shot deton ated the bomb. Fire 
dam age was limited to a couch.

State, coun ty an d local police 
set up roadblocks in the area 
but the gun man eluded them.

Dear Dr. L am b- I am one of 
your 
readers, 
but 
I 
never 
thought that I would write for 
advice. Lately, I have been eat­ 
ing constantly. No matter how 
much I eat or how often I eat, as 
soon as I ’ve eaten, 10 minutes 
barely pass before I am starved 
again. I don’t feel full at all. I do 
not and haven’t gained weight 
except when I was pregnant 
I don’t think that I am preg 
nant because I am taking birth 
control pills and I have not yet 
missed a period. Sometimes 
when I haven’t anything that I 
want to eat or after I have eaten 
I get cramps in my stomach. 
Someone told me that there 
were 
such 
things 
as 
tape­ 
worms, that if you have one in 
you, you eat constantly and 
never gain weight. Is this true 
or do you think there is a possi­ 
bility of my being pregnant? 
I was told that tapeworms are 
30 feet long. I am worried half 
to death. I don’t want to go to a 
gynecologist yet I don’t know 
what to say or whether he 
would examine me. I don’t have 
money to go to a private doctor. 
I go to clinics, so that is why I 
am consulting you. 
Dear Reader— If you are 
really eating a lot of food and 
not gaining any weight you sim­ 
ply must have a medical exam­ 
ination. 
I am not 
very much im ­ 
pressed with the idea that you 
might have a tapeworm, but I 
am more impressed with the 
possibility that you might have 
an important disease. One of 
these is diabetes in which a lot 
of the food energy a person gets 
is lost by losing sugar in the ur­ 
ine. Thus, an individual with 
fairly severe diabetes will eat a 
lot of food and not gain any 
weight These individuals often 
drink lots of water and have to 
urinate frequently as well. 
Another cause for this type of 
problem is an overactive thy­ 
roid gland. The metabolism is 
markedly speeded up and as a 
result, the body uses an awful 
lot more energy even without 
doing any significant amount of 
work The amount of food a per­ 
son with an overactive thyroid 
can eat and not gain weight can 
sometimes 1m * tremendous. This 
is an important medical prob­ 
lem and deserves attention. 
I hope not to frighten you, but 
there are other medical prob­ 
lems that also cause weight 
loss. Tuberculosis is still a fair­ 
ly frequent disease, particular­ 
ly in some communities and in 
older people (although the lat­ 
ter may not apply to you). 
Weight loss from tuberculosis is 
a 
serious 
sign 
and 
usually 
means 
considerable 
disease. 
Tuberculosis can usually Ik* 
controlled or cured with proper 
treatment and it doesn’t take as 
long as it once did Of course, 
you may not have this at all, but 
you must find out. 
I doubt that you are pregnant 
either if you are eating that 
much 
and 
not 
gaining any 
weight. Most women who are 
pregnant gain weight and when 
they eat a lot of food it shows up 
on the scales. I believe you sim­ 
ply must go see a doctor to get a 
better idea of what is causing 
your problem. If you have an 
overact ive thyroid it can be 
treated and you will need the 
treatment.
